In your issue of Oct. 1 (Sunday) is an arti- 
cle, “Fort and Fleet—The First Gun of the 
War,” signed M. Quad.” I wish to correct 
an error which has almost passed into an 
historical fact. It is this: Edmund Kuflin, 
of Virginia, did not fire the first gun at Fort 
Sumter, but Capt. George 8. James, of 
South Carolina, afterward killed when a 
Lieutenant-Colonel at Boonsboro, Ma., did 
fire it, 

The writer was a Captain of the South 
Carolina army at the time, and an aide-de- 
camp on the staff of Gen. Beauregard.

The Pestilence D. Devastating Pittsylva- 
mia County, Virginie. 

Dispatch to New York Gerald. 
CHATHAM, Oct. 14.~Diphtheria has been 
raging in a most malignaut form in certain 
sections of Pittsylvania County for the last 
two months. Your reporter spent today 
traveling through the affected district, see- 
ot * goad ascertaining the exact 
cases, extent and the type of 
the disease in a radius of six miles. Six phy- 
slelaus report 380 cases, out of which eighty- 
six died who were treated by them; and 
there were fifty-nine others who elther died 
before the physician came, or were too far 
gone to receive treatment after his arrival, 
The disease appears in different forms.

Who was 
badly shaken up.“ Yes, it was fortunate, very, 
for the scores of business-men who have to go 
up and down in such eievators a dozen or more 
times every day. is there not some way in 
which the public may be protected and their 
lives and limbs preserved from the borrible fate 
of a fall of from three to ten stories in these in- 
ferna!l machines? Or must we wait till some 
balf-dozeu of prominent citizens are mangied 
beyond recognition before we can bave the pro- 
tection from such dangers that is needed? 

The writer does not refer to this particular 
elevator or building, but to every elevator and 
buifding in Chicago. ¢ accident referred to 
bas brought this — more forcibly to my 
mind from the fact that the writer has been one 
of many who bave been daily using the elevator 
in the Honoré Building tor some time past. Dur- 
ing part ot last week tne Adams street elevator 
— “out of ir.“ and all the occupants of 

that large build were compelled to use the 
Dearborn street elevator or climb the stairs. 
Walle beimg shot u 3 * stories like a rocket. or 
allowed to drop with such velocity as to almost 
take one’s breath away, I have often wondered 
if there was not considerable danger in such a 
reckiess speed, and looked about me tor the 
safety appliances to secure us aguinst such av- 
cidents; and sure enougu there right before our 
very eyes in a veat frame upon the side of me 
car was an Inepector’scertificate showing that 
“this elev ator” had been “duly examined, 
“approved,” etc., by the proper authorities, 
and consequently we might be sure there was no 
— or at least every guard that human fore- 
sight could produce had been put upon that car 
to prevent loss of life or limb. 

And this very elevator curriage “dropped 
from some cause on Friday, and bad it been 
loaded with human freight, as I have often seen 
the resuit must bave been frightful.

THE SIOUX COMMISSION. 


Its Departure from Wankton for the 
Purpose of Negotiating the Purchase 
of the Big Sioux Reservation in Da- 
kota. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Yanx«ton, D. T., Oct. 16.—The commis- 

sion provided for at the last session of Con- 
gress to negotiate with the various tribes of 
Sioux Indians for opening to settlement a 
portion of the Big Sioux reservation left 
Yankton this morning tor the Indian coun- 
try. The commission consists of Newton 
Edmunds of Yankton, ex-Governor of Da- 
kota, and of great experience in treating 
with Indians; Peter Shannon, for nine years 
Chief-Justice of Dakota and the leading law- 
yer of Dakota; and James H. Teller, of 
Cleveland, O., and brother of Secretary Teller. 
They are accompanied by the Rev. Sam- 
uel D. Hinman, the best Sloux interpreter 
living. The commission will visit the dif- 
ferent agencies in Southwest Dakota, return 
here, and thence to the up-river agencies, 
with a fair prospect of visiting every post 
twice. The work they have in hand is of the 
greatest importance to Dakota, and especial- 
ly to the Black Hills, The reservation is 
about 30,000 square miles in extent, about the 
size of Indiana, and is occupied here and 
there by about 25,000 Indians. It is -hoped 
the redskins will sell the greater part of tnis 
eimmense country arid consent to take 
land in severalty, with provision for 
building houses and gradually adopting 
civilized modes of living. The mission of 
these gentlemen fs a difficult one, as the in- 
dians part with their land reluctantly: but 
game is getting scarcer every year, and in 
consequence the dependence of the Indians 
will cause them to see the necessity of mak- 
ing additional bargains with the Great 
Father.“ With the larger part of their coun- 
try thrown open there will be more land for 
settlement, but at Jeast one of the great rail- 
roads will extend its lines to the Black Hills. 
This will cause such a boom as the hills 
have not ex enced since the first 
rush in that direction. They have about 
17,000 people there, and ali goods must be 
hanled nearly 200 miles across an uninhab- 
ited country. The report of the commissson 
will be passed by both. Houses of Congress, 
and it is hoped the matter can be brought up 
before that body next winter.

Betsy Sanderson, 
of McFarland, Dane County;  Brid- 
get Pitts, of Union, Rock County: 
Emelie Kroschet, of Sauk City, Sauk 
County; Catharine Nolan, of Avoca, Iowa 
County; Elizabeth Armstrong, of Richwood, 
Richland County; Naney Long, of Montrose, 
Dane County; and Lucy Sanders, of Paoli, 
Dane County, were old women and mothers 
of soldiers who were killed in the late Re- 
bellion. They were allowed the usual pen- 
sion of dependent mothers—$24 per quarter. 
They drew these pensions regularly until 
their death, which in the case of Betsy San- 
derson occurred in March, 1875, and 
in the other cases during that or 
the following year, while Gen. Reynolds 
was Pension Agent. Instead of notifying 
the Government’ of the demise of these 
women, whose pensions lawfully expired 
with their deaths, and taking their names 
from the rolls, it is charged that Reynolds 
continued to send on vouchers with the

TAXATION, 


A Substantial Reduction la the Bate in 
the State of LIliino! 
Sprctal Disvatch to The Chicago 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 16.—In pursuance 
of law, Auditor Swigert today certified to 
the County Clerks of the State the rates of 
State tax for extension against the equalized 
assessment of all preperty in each county 
for the year 1882. These rates are computed 
by ascertaining the amount of revenue re- 
quired to be raised during the year and the 
rate which will produce that amount upon 
the equalized valuation of the property of 
the State. For this year the rates are as fol- 
lows: For general State pur two and 
one-tenth mills on each dollar, or 21 cents 
on each $100 valuation of taxable property; 
for school purposes, one and foar-tenths mil 
on each dollar, or 14 cents on each $100: for 
State military fund. one tenth of one mill on 
each dollar, or one cevton each $100, These 
rates aggregate three and six-tenths mills on 
each dollar, or 36 cents on each $100 valua- 
tion of taxabie property. Last year the total 
rate was 48 cents on the $100, divided as fol- 
lows: General State purpo 35 «cents: 
State school purposes, 12 cents; State milita- 
ry fund, one cent. This year asses sed 
valuation of the taxable property of tne State 
is substantially the same as it was 
last year, and yet there has been 
the very substantial reduction of 12 cents 
made on the rate of last year, a reduction 
arrounting to one-fourth ot the rate for 1881. 
So large a reduction in the rate of State 
taxes will be hailed with general ac- 
tion by the people of me State.
